Sisters of St. Martha 
Address K. of C. Meeting 


June 12th is the date set by the Willow 
Valley Trophy Club for the 16th Annual Shoot. 
The events will again be held at the F. Lynch- 
Staunton ranch, 12 miles north of Lundbreck. 


The need for young men and women to 
dedicate their lives as Clergy, Brothers and Sis¬ 
ters in Religion was strongly emphasized by 
Sister Leo Agnes of St. Alphonsus Convent in 
Blairmore. 


The committee has announced 
that the trap shooting events will 
start at 10 am. sharp and continue 
until noon, and all other competi¬ 
tions will start immediately after 
lunch. The ladies of St. Martin’s 
Church will be on hand to serve 
dinner at noon and a lunch in the 
evening for a nominal charge. 

The committee advises that 
should inclement weather necessi¬ 
tate a change of date, the shoot 
would be held on June 19. 

Last year’s trophy winners are 
requested to turn in the trophies 
on or before the day of the shoot 
so that the new winners may be 
presented on the grounds. 

Shooters competing for the Hut¬ 
chinson trophy wiH be allowed 10 
birds per man and contestants 
must supply their own ammuni¬ 
tion. Highest scorer will receive a 
trophy while second and third 
place contestants will receive med¬ 
als. Etmtry fee is 75c. 

In the Pete Maloff trophy for .22 
rifle, iron sights only are allowed 
and no slings. Three shots will be 
fired at 20 yards and contestants 
shoot on rounds of 10 and the 
winner of each round advances to 
the finals. Entry fee is 25c. 

The Willow Valley Trophy Club 
event for .22 rifle with either iron 
sights or scope, allows one sling. 
Five shots are to be fired at a 
50 yard range. Five bull targets 
will be used with one shot in each 
buH. 

The Wadina Trophy .22 rifle 
event is for five man teams. Each 
man on the team fires 12 shots— 
three being from the prone, kneel¬ 
ing, standing and sitting positions. 
Iron sights only may be used. Five 
bull targets at a range of 20 yards 
will be used. The event is open to 
women and the fee is 75c per 
person. 

In the Ladies’ Team match event 
there will be three ladies to each 
team with each lady firing 12 
shots, three each from sitting, 
kneeling, standing and prone posi¬ 
tions. Iron or scope sights may be 
used but no slings. The range for 
shooting is 20 yards and the fee 
is 50c per lady. 

The Blackburn Trophy wil be 
awarded to the individual who 
makes the higest score in five man 
team or ladies’ team match event. 
There is no extra fee for this 
award competition. 

In the Willow Valley Trophy Club 
ladies’ trophy event .22 rifles will 
be used with iron or scope sights 
but no slings. Shooting will be 
done at 20 yards and entry fee is 
25c. 

The Jack Reid Trophy event .22 
rifle junior is open to any boy or 
girl 16 years or under ; Eight shots 
will be fired at a range of 20 yards 
and two shots will be fired from 
the prone, sitting, kneeling and 
standing positions. Any type of 
sight can be used but slings are 
not allowed. Entry fee is 25c. 

There will again be five com¬ 
petitions in the big game rifle 
events and only one entry in each 
event. Rifles used must be larger 
than ,24 calibre. 

The Willow Valley Trophy Club 
trophy will again be given for the 
best scores shooting at a still tar¬ 
get at a range of 150 yards. One 
sling is allowed. A trophy will be 
given for the iron sight shoot and 
for the scope sight shoot. Entry 
fee is 50c and in the scope event 
scopes must be six power or less. 

In the Harvey Davies Trophy 
tight group event, five shots will 
be fired at a 150 yard range. Any 
type centre fire- rifle with any 
type scope sight, sling or rest, 
may be used. A time limit of five 
minutes has been set and entry 
fee is 50c. 

The Barons Rod and Gun Club 
Hunters’ Match trophy requires 
entries to shoot at a standing off¬ 
hand position at 150 yards. Three 
shots will be fired in a one min¬ 
ute time limit. Iron or scope sights 
and one sling is allowed. Fee is 
50c. 

The Timberline Saddle Horse 
Trophy will be awarded to the con¬ 
testant sewing the most points ; n 


two shots at a moving target 150 
' yards away. Any type sight may 
be used and firing can be done 
from any position. Fee is 50c. 

A Grand Aggregate Trophy will 
again be presented at the end of 
the day’s events. Points for this 
trophy may be earned by competi¬ 
tors taking part in the five man 
team .22 calibre; the .22 calibre at 
50 yards; Hunters match and trap 
shoot. A score of 96 points is pos¬ 
sible from all of the events. 

It is expected that there will 
again be a large turnout of sports¬ 
men attending the Shoot frorq ail 
over Alberta and British Columbia. 

Coleman Oldtimer 
Passed Away 

Isidore Constantino Mon 
talbetti. a Coleman oldtimer 
died in the Crowsnest Pass 
Municipal hospital on Tues¬ 
day, May 18, at the age of 78. 

Mr. Montalbetti was born in 
Kenora, Ontario, on Mny 8th 
1887. He came west in the 
early 1900’s and settled in 
Fra k where he worked in the 
mines in Lille and Blairmore. 
He also worked in Corbin as 
a track foreman and came to 
Coleman in 1936 and began 
working for the International 
Mine as a track foreman uniil 
his retirement in 1956. He was 
a member of the U.M. W. of A. 
and of the Catholic faith. He 
married hi6 wife Ennina 
Lozza in Fernie in 1921. 

He wa3 predeceased by three 
brothers, Peter and Adolf in 
Italy and George in the Uni¬ 
ted States. 

Surviving are his wife Er 
mina of Coleman, one son 
Ra\ mon, a neuclear physicist 
at the University of Saskat¬ 
chewan in Saskatoon, one 
brother William "Bill’ - of 
Blairmore and three grand 
children.

Trips to the various sites in 
mind have had to be postponed due 
lo the heavy snows in the mount¬ 
ains around the Crows Nest Pass. 

Some of the areas that have 
been suggested as possible sites 
for a dam site are the P. Burns 
Creek north west of Blairmore, 
besides other creeks north and 
south of Blairmore. The York and 
Star Creek districts, south west of 
Coleman have also been suggested. 

When the committee, headed by 
Orazio Celli visit and select one of 
the sites, the Blairmore Forestry 
offices will be contacted for their 
suggestions and recommendations 
The Forestry have indicated their 
interest in this program.

Mine Locomotives 
Are Recovered 

Two diesel mine locomotives, 
that have been buried Under tons 
of muck and rubble in the main 
entry of the Coleman Collieries 
Vicary Creek Mine were towed 
out of the mine last week. 

The crews began working un¬ 
der the direction of mine pit boss 
Jack Marconi and mine superin¬ 
tendent Martin Aschacher, had the 
two locomotives ready to be tow¬ 
ed out of the mine during the 
morning. Mine mechanic Leon Pur¬ 
dy of Bellevue, driving another 
delsel, towed the recovered units 
out of the mine where they will 
be cleaned out and checked over 
for necessary repairs. 

Damage to the diesels is not be¬ 
lieved to be extensive. 

The equipment was buried un¬ 
der tons of muck and nibble on 
February 17th, when an under¬ 
ground lake broke through its bot¬ 
tom and flooded over a mile of 
the mine’s main entry. 

One mine worker, 27-year-old 
Timothy Span of Coleman, lost 
his life in the mishap and thous¬ 
ands of dollars of damage re¬ 
sulted from the incident. 
Workmen have now opened a 
passage via the entry to the coal 
face of the mine which is between 
60 and 61 chute, a distance of ap¬ 
proximately 7600 feet. There is 
still a great deal of cleanmp ;o 
be done and damage to repair but 
it is hoped that normal operations 
will resume by the end of next 
week. 

Failure is the line of least per¬ 
sistence.

Think you know your French? 

A world-famous airline, in a re¬ 
cent publicity release, has com¬ 
piled this imposing list of express¬ 
ions and words, to show how much 
French we know without stopping 
to think of it. 

You may not realize it, but many 
of our most frequently used every¬ 
day expressions are 'borrowed from 
the French. Almost daily you en¬ 
counter words that are either 
French or of French derivation. 

If you’re a belle With a beau, 
you may hope to became a fiancee. 
If your coiffure (hair-do) gets all 
messed up, for example, you go to 
a beauty salon; and if you’re one 
of the elite, you may have your 
clothes made by a fashionable cou¬ 
turier, or designer-dressmaker. 

Every day you walk or ride along 
avenues and boulevards. Occasion¬ 
ally you rendezvous with friends. 
You sometimes say of a person 
tot he or she has savoir-faire. 
Experts claim that there isn’t a 
word in the English language which 
describes that particular quality 
quite so well. 

Ever have a tete-a-tete (literal¬ 
ly head-to-head) with someone? — 
That’s another expression we’ve 
borrowed, meaning conversation, 
which is also derived from a 
French word. 

Taking a trip. Pilot, aviation, ail¬ 
eron and fuselage are all from the 
French. If you’re taking a long 
flight out of 'the country, you’ll 
want to look for an airline with a 
little joie de vivre to be certain 
that you have a bon voyage. 

The words comfort, service and 
reliability also derive from the 
French. 

Going to a country or state fair 
this year? The words fair and ex¬ 
position are also taken from the 
French. Or perhaps this summer 
you visited the pavilions ait the Not' 
York World’s Pair. 

If you’re a successful entrepre¬ 
neur, you may have carte blanche 
(literally, a white or blank card), 
and a oar driven by a chauffeur. 
If you’ve not, 'that’s life—or "C'est 
la vie", as they say in French. 

Believe it or not, you’re daily 
newspaper is full of French words. 
Coup d'etat, saboteur, espionage, 
and laissez-faire are just a few of 
the terms you encounter there. 

Military terminology taken from 
French includes general, lieuten¬ 
ant, corporal and aide-de-camp. 

And, of course, planes make re¬ 
connaissance flights over enemy 
territory. 

One of 'the major areas in which 
the English language has borrow¬ 
ed heavily from the French is in 
cooking and dining. But that’s only 
natural, since when we think of 
haute cuisine, we think immedi¬ 
ately of la belle France. 

Our word repast comes from the 
French repas. When you serve hors 
d'oeuvre (something aside from the 
main work or meal) to your friends 
you make tempting canapes, per¬ 


haps you enjoy an aperitif before 
a meal, and in your kitchen you 
may have a ratisserie. 

In recipes you’re apt to encount¬ 
er such French words as saute, 
flambe, (a flame with cognac, rum, 
ebc.) and a puree. When you eat 
in a restaurant, another French 
word that we depend on heavily, 
you may order a la carte. Today, 
dining royally is not confined to 
the home or restaurant. You sam¬ 
ple authentic haute cuisine in the 
air, thanks to Air France. 

A typical flight menu might be¬ 
gin with consomme. 

The entree might be a souffle 
or a piece de resistance (main 
‘event’ of the meal) such as coq 
au vin (chicken in wine), Chateau¬ 
briand (steak), or cane ton (duck¬ 
ling). And for dessert perhaps pat- 
its fours, parfait or bombe glace. 
Enough to make any gourmet's 
mouth water. 

Water lawns 
lightly, often 

Home-owners wanting to keep 
their lawns at the peak of condi¬ 
tion throughout the season should 
water them lightly and often. 

This is the advice of R. H. Tur¬ 
ley of the federal experimental 
farm at Saanichton, B. C., where 
lawn watering procedures have 
been under study. 

Frequent applications of a half¬ 
inch of water gave better results 
than fewer and heavier waterings 
because they maintained a higher 
and more uniform moisture level 
in the shallow rooting zone, the 
researcher explains. 

At Saanichton, waterings were 
based on a soil moisture “'budget” 
determined by atmometers — de¬ 
vices for measuring evaporation. 

Water was applied when test 
plots had moisture losses of a 
half inch, three-quarter inch, one 
inch and one and a quarter inches. 
All plots, however, received the 
same amount of water for the 
season. 

Mr. Turley supports his advice 
with some statistics gleaned from 
two seasons of tests. 

On heavy clay soil, the various 
levels of application produced the 
following average percentages of 
soil moisture: half inch 17.6; three- 
quarter inch 15.7, one inch 13.5, 
one and one-quarter inches 12.6. 

On light sandy soil the percent¬ 
ages were: 12.4, 9.5, 8.5 and 8.1 in 
the same order.

Senate Reform— 

The question of Senate Reform 
is again before Parliament this 
week, and in essence the govern¬ 
ments proposal is that Senators 
who are to be appointed in the 
future must retire (with a pen¬ 
sion) at the age of 75. This would 
certainly seem to be a step in the 
right direction, although perhaps 
not a very large step. 

The debate on this legislation has 
been, in some ways, one of the 
most interesting I have heard for 
a long time, since a great many 
MP’s on all sides of the House 
made a great many very thought¬ 
ful and constructive suggestions, 
e.g., It was pointed out that per¬ 
haps some members of the Sen¬ 
ate should be appointed by the 
provincial governments, thus enab¬ 
ling regional political parties (So¬ 
cial Credit) to have some repre¬ 
sentation in that body. Another out¬ 
standing suggestion was that the 
government should appoint more 
Cabinet Minister from tbe Senate. 
The effect of this suggestion would 
be to gain some of the advantages 
chat the American Cabinet system 
has over the present Canadian sys¬ 
tem. In other words, the govern¬ 
ment in power could appoint one or 
two very outstanding Canadians to 
the Senate and then take them 
into the Cabinet. The present Cab¬ 
inet, is of course, almcst com¬ 
pletely chosen from elected MP’s 
on the government side of the 
House, and since each province 
must be represented in the Cab¬ 
inet, the present choice of Cabinet 
Ministers is extremely limited. In 
this regard a precedent was set 
by the former Prime Minister (Mr. 
Diefenbaker) when he appointed 
Mr. Wallace McGutcheon to the 
Senate and then made him Minis¬ 
ter of Trade and Commerce; as 
everyone knows, Mr. McCutcheon 
is probably one of the two or three

Demand for services does not 
seem at the moment to be dimin¬ 
ishing; employment in the service 
industries where people work for 
pay is on the increase according 
to labor statistics, and it is sus¬ 
pected that there are always jobs 
left unfilled in those areas where 
people work for love. 

In a hospital in a small city 
young volunteers (female), dressed 
in pink and white and known as 
candy stripers, are developing a 
.sense of community responsibility 
and making a contribution of time 
and effort. There is no comparable 
boys’ group, although in that hos¬ 
pital the snack bar, for instance, 
depends on volunteer help and 
there is no reason why boys could 
not take their turn in its staffing. 

Some months back it was re¬ 
ported that boys in one neighbor¬ 
hood had become a “troublesome 
dement”. There was a meeting 
with municipal authorities at which 
the boys were invited to voice 
their complaints. And their com¬ 
plaints were distillled into that age- 
old cry of youth : “There’s nothing 
for us to do”. 

It is not likely that the solu¬ 
tion will be to build million-dollar 
recreation centres on ah the com¬ 
ers where the pool halls used to 
be, although this is not to imply 
that such centres are not bene¬ 
ficial. There is nothing wrong in 
recreation, of which everyone 
needs a certain amount. 

A long time ago, however, civil¬ 
ized societies discovered that there 
is greater merit in doing things 
for others. Humanity will be the 
loser if the world ever reaches that 
point of over-organization where 
everything is paid for and where 
even the charitable impulse is sat¬ 
isfied by making a cash donation. 
There should be left a place for 
service.
